the sentiment of human brother- 
hood pervades so- 
clety as never be- 
fore. Inthe day of 
sess, thé.. Jews 
called the Gentiles 
S023. 206 tne 
Greeks called all 
others barbarians. 

In Rome and 
Athens, the — sick 
and poor and 
homeless and slave 
were neglected. To- 
day men have be- 
gun to realize that 
Christianity rightly 
understood is.a fel- 
lowship of love. 

Men begin at last to comprehend 
that humanity is a whole, a corpor- 
ate unity, a body and that all are 
members of that body. 

One hundred years ago the home 
of a workingman was a hovel, built 
on an unlighted, sewerless _ street. 
Children eight years of age worked 
sixteen hours a day. 


A century ago sports were vicious. 
Bull fights, prize fights and bear- 
baiting were the chief amusements. 
We must all admit that ‘our football 
sports are at least a slight advance 
over this. Great moral ideas are 
dominating our civilization which 
were totally absent from the ancient 
world. 

The increasing conception of the 
worth of men has made human slav- 
ery forever impossible. The human 
estimate is taking precedence over 
the property estimate. 

The unity of the race and human 
brotherhood are being woven into 
the structure of our modern civiliza- 
tion. 

“God has made of one blood all 
nations of men, for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth.”” A vast amount 
of present day legislation is in be- 
half of the weak and unprivileged. 
The process of moralization and of 
socialization is international. There 
are some unfortunate lapses from this 
high ideal, but there is the steady 
trend towards ‘‘the parliament of 
man, the federation of the world.” 

A league of nations in some etfec- 
tive form is inevitable despite the 
blind reactionaryism ¢éof partisan poli- 
tics, and the jingoism of a narrow na- 
tionalism. 

There is the beginning of the end 
of war, and wretchedness and waste 
and wickedness of war. 

A church editor writes: 

“The Christian sentiment of Amer- 


~~ — 


ica only a few years ago permitted 
some men to defend the liquor traffic 
by quotations from Scripture—surely 
the last resort of an evil cause. The 
present Christian sentiment of Amer- 
ica is determined that the liquor traf- 
fic is a criminal outlaw-and must, re- 
main such. A-century ago the Chris- 
tian employer of labor satisfied him- 
self by an attitude of generous con- 
descension and paternal care of his 
employees. But the Christian em- 
plover today is prompted by the ideals 
of Jesus to re-examine his attitude to- 
ward his employees and to substitute 
justice, fair play and the spirit of 
brotherly love cooperation for pater- 
nal generosity. The Christian con- 
science of the Middle Ages permitted 
kings and emperors to invent causes 
for war. For no better cause than to 
avenge a Slight insult or satisfy some 
personal spite, armies of artisans and 
farmers who had no quarrel with 
each other were compelled to blow 
the souls out of one another. To- 
day the Christian conscience of the 
world is prompting us with renewed 
and determined vigor to - exhaust 
every means of eliminating war and 
to devise other and more reasonable 
methods of settling disputes.”’ 


All this indicates how certainly the 


inner light of a growing Christian. 


conscience is forever reinterpretating 
and applying the principles of our 
Lord’s teachings as we find them em- 
bodied in the Gospels. 

He is still the authoritative Master 
whose principles are eternal and 
whose indwelling presence illuminates 
and guides us in our constantly re- 
newed efforts to apply these princi- 
ples to changing conditions! 

The ‘good old davs’’ of the eigh- 
teenth century in England were times 
of cock-fighting, duelling,  ratting, 
bribery, gambling. London was tull 
of fashionable gaming halls. Dukes, 
lords and men and women of fashion 
Stalked and lost in them thousands of 
pounds in a single night. One man 
last. 23,000 pounds at one sitting. 
Lord Sandwich, unable to tear him- 
self away from the gaming table long 
enough to eat, had his tood brought 
to him so arranged that he might en- 
joy it without interrupting his game— 
hence the sandwich. On all these oc- 
casions liquors flowed freely and 
drunkenness was a common spectacle. 
Indeed, no social function was com- 
plete without ales and wines and in- 
toxication was too frequent to excite 
comment. 

Among the papers: of a gentleman 
who recently died was tound an item- 
ized bill for supper served in 1795 in 
a certain Massachusetts village. The 
provisions were lavish and were wash- 
ed down with twenty bottles of wine, 
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a quart of brandy, four bowls of sling, 
eighteen glasses of punch, twenty-four 
glasses of bitters. Eighteen clergy- 
men drank the liquor and the supper 
followed a minister’s ordination. 

In the good. old days, preachers 
could drink intoxicants, but it was 
thought that they should not drink 
over three times a day. In the good 
old days the saloons advertised a 
drink for a penny and dead drunk for 
two pence. 

In the good old days of open sa- 
loons at Five Points, New York, there 
was the advertisement “Drunk for 
five cents, dead drunk for ten cents, 
and dead drunk with hay to sleep on 
fifteen cents.” 

A century ago most church people 
regarded total abstinence as the folly 
of faddists, and the licensed saloon as 
a permanent institution of real value. 
Prominent ministers defended human 
slavery as a permanent institution or- 
dained of God. There was little stir- 
ring of the church conscience against 
the old time lotteries. Polygamy 
which “ofice received the support of 
religion is.now rightly called adultery. 
The horrible cruelty of other days is 
forever doomed. There was copied 
from the court records of Washington 
county, Tennessee, then a_ part of 
North Carolina the following pen- 
alty, when a man had been convicted 
of horse stealing 

Both ears nailed to the pillory and 


severed from the head, and that he, 


receive at the public whipping post 
thirty-nine lashes well laid on, and 
that he be branded on the right cheek 
with the letter H, and on the left 
cheek with the letter T, and that the 
Sheriff of Washington county put this 
sentence into execution between the 
hours of twelve and two this day. 

Or. N. OD. Bilis writes: “HH we 
could just take some of these croak- 
ing pessimists and saffron-complex- 
ioned agitators back and souse them 
up to their necks in the bad old times 
of a century ago they would come 
back here in their right minds.’’) Only 
a gloomy fanatic can view the old 
days, with the slavery and polygamy 
and duelling and terrible cruelties and 
wretched prison conditions and op- 
pression of labor with long hours of 
work, and the open saloon and other 
flagrant evils which are now outlaws 
ed, and claim that the world is grow- 
ing worse, 

sishop Charles Edward Locke says: 

“! will not cross the street to talk 
to any man who does not know 
enough to know that these are the 
best days which to live which the 
world has ever seen and who will 
listen to the Scripture which = says:

Other 
people have watched sunbeams foe 
years, and then one day a scientist, 
Tyndall, saw them and put them = to 
work. 

Tyndall was a great: scieatist who 
worked incessantly with°microscopes 
He did much te increase their eftee- 
tiveness in detecting particles 9 of 
water. Finally he got to a point in 
his work where the microscopes would 
no longer show the tiny particles. 
This was in comaection with his work 
upon what chemists know as colleidal 
solutions. Gelatin is one of these 
solutions, 

Tyndall worked to get a high power 
microscope Which would help him ob- 


serve what was happening in these 
sofutions, but with no. suecess. One 
day he noticed the sunbeams in his 


room and he feund that he could see 
the tiny dust particles with his naked 
eve when they were in the sunbeam(’s 
light, although he could not see them 


when they were not in this beam. 
He applied this) principle te col 
loidal solutions and, sendrag a beam 
of light through them, looked at them 
with his microscope and was able to 
study the wonders which had = been 


hidden to him for so long.
